MARY JANE is a big girl now. She will prob­ 
ably be brought before the United States Supreme 
Court before long. Mary Jane is one of the many 
names 
for marijuana. 
Some of the others are 
grass, pot, Acapulco 
gold, weed, tea, and kif. 
Marijuana 
cigarettes are variously called reef­ 
ers, sticks, and joints. 
What 
could be a major test case of marijuana 
legislation is under way in Boston. Colorado’s 
laws were upheld in a 
sim ilar state action in 
1965. A case was tried in Rhode Island in August 
and is now being considered by a state court. A 
third was heard in September before the Oregon 
State Board of Pharmacy. One or another of these 
cases is going to be appealed to the point where 
the Supreme Court will have to decide whether 
there is anything really wrong with pot. 
The National Institute of Mental Health granted 
more than $450,000 in the fiscal year ended June 
30 for private research programs to determine 
in detail the chemical nature of marijuana, its 
physical and 
psycnological effects, and the in­ 
cidence of its use. That amount may be doubled 
or tripled soon. 
Dr. James L. Goddard, commissioner of the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration, said on Oct. 
1 that there is insufficient research on the effects 
of marijuana and that laws against it seem “ in­ 
consistent.” Dr. Goddard indicated, as a great

other specialists have 
testified, that 
marijuana 
is much less 
a social hazard than 
might be construed from federal and state nar­ 
cotics laws, 
MARIJUANA is nothing new. The drug from the 
Indian hemp plant has a hundred names in every 
language and a place

and the bibliography of 
allusions to the use of 
marijuana

extensive.

Latin tune titled simply, Marijuana. 
But among American young people today, mari­ 
juana is something new’ — the subject of much 
talk and increasing exoerimentation — a symbol 
of ' defiance and independence.

first offender is punishable by a prison sentence

to 20 years with or witout a fine of up 
to $20,000. The law provides mandatory minimum

EXPERT TESTIMONY on the use or abuse of 
marijuana is so contradictory that there seems

Authority states flatly: 
“ Excessive indulgence 
over a long period 
can lead to mental deter­ 
ioration.”

“ By permitting Boris to Americanize his good name, our 
neighbors and friends would hold us up to scorn for per­ 
mitting him to do it. Surely, a person can’t change his name 
if it’s going to injure his brothers and their reputations.” 
“ If I want to change my name,” was Boris’s answer, 
“that’s my business and not theirs or anyone elses. I’m 
not my brothers keeper and, in this case, they're not mine. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, 
would you permit Boris to 
be a name dropper? 
This is how the Judge ruled; Boris was allowed to chanee 
his name. The judge held that while the attitude of his 
brothers was understandable, their reasons were not suf­ 
ficient, legally, to deny Boris the right to take a new name.

The idea of the sud­ 
den, decisive, morale-shattering 
victor) 
springs from 
China’s 
Mao. 
“ T0 wound all the 10 fingers 
of a man is not so effective as to 
chop one of them off,” Mao ad­ 
vised. “ To rout 10 of the ene­ 
my’s divisions is not so effective 
as to annihilate one of them.” 
When the time comes for the 
annihilating blow, emphasis is 
placed on conventional war and 
guerrilla warfare is coordinated 
with it, wrote Mao. 
Mao’s instructions were 
to 
“ lure the enemy to penetrate 
deep,” always 
“choose condi­ 
tions favorable to ourselves and 
unfavorable to the enemy,” in. 
duoe the enemy 
to 
“commit 
mistakes when he is worn out 
physically and mentally” from 
protracted war. Among the ene­ 
my 
mistakes, 
Mao counseled, 
would he piecemeal 
reinforce­ 
ment and dispersion of main 
forces.

Some of the others are 
grass, pot, Acapulco 
gold, weed, tea, and kif. 
Marijuana 
cigarettes are variously called reef­ 
ers, sticks, and joints. 
What 
could be a major test case of marijuana 
legislation is under way in Boston. Colorado’s 
laws were upheld in a 
sim ilar state action in 
1965. A case was tried in Rhode Island in August 
and is now being considered by a state court. A 
third was heard in September before the Oregon 
State Board of Pharmacy. One or another of these 
cases is going to be appealed to the point where 
the Supreme Court will have to decide whether 
there is anything really wrong with pot. 
The National Institute of Mental Health granted 
more than $450,000 in the fiscal year ended June 
30 for private research program s to determine 
in detail the chemical nature of marijuana, its 
physical and 
psycnological effects, and the in­ 
cidence of its use. That amount may be doubled 
or tripled soon. 
Dr. Jam es L. Goddard, commissioner of the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration, said on Oct. 
I that there is insufficient research on the effects 
of marijuana and that laws against it seem “ in­ 
consistent.” Dr. Goddard indicated, as a great 
many 
other specialists have 
testified, that 
marijuana 
is much less 
a social hazard than 
might be construed from federal and state nar­ 
cotics laws. 
MARIJUANA is nothing new. The drug from the 
Indian hemp plant has a hundred names in every 
language and a place 
in recorded history for 
thousands of years. 
Pot smokers 
were known 
among 
jazz musicians more than 40 years ago, 
and the bibliography of 
allusions to the use of 
marijuana 
is 
extensive. 
Only 
the slang has 
changed. 
People who used to “ pick up” now 
“ freak out.” 
Cab Calloway had a whole catalogue of marijuana 
numbers, from Minnie the Moocher to the basic 
Reefer Man. Some of the ancient titles were All 
Muggled Up, Willie the Weeper, and the haunting 
Latin tune titled simply, Marijuana. 
But among American young people today, m ari­ 
juana is something new — the subject of much 
talk and increasing exoerimentation — a symbol 
of * defiance and independence. And here is the 
danger. Under 
federal law 
illegal sale by a 
first offender is punishable by a prison sentence 
of five 
to 20 years with or w'itout a fine of up 
to $20,000. The law provides mandatory minimum 
sentences with no possibility of probation or pa­ 
role 
for peddlers and smugglers of drugs. And 
marijuana, despite 
much testimony that it 
is 
non - addictive, is treated as a narcotic. 
EXPERT TESTIMONY on the use or abuse of 
marijuana is so contradictory that there seems 
to be 
little 
point in citing further opinions at 
this time. A study by the California Delinquency 
Prevention Commission and the California Youth 
Authority states flatly: 
“ Excessive indulgence 
over a long period 
can lead to mental deter­ 
ioration.” But this could be said of almost any 
of man’s pleasantly dangerous habits. 
In the 
various trials of Mary Jane the jury is 
still out. An agreement that present penalties for 
transgressing the law are too high seems to be 
spreading. 
But the movement for 
legalization 
of the sale of marijuana seems to be premature. 
Congressmen do have to answer to their consti­

college youths.
